NOTES IN SEASON. 

Harper & Brothers have added to their 
Franklin Square Library a collection of stories 
by Howard Seeley, under the title of 41 The 
Jonah of Lucky Valley.” They have nearly 
ready a new edition of Thomas Hardy’s “ Tess 
of the D’Urbervilles,” revised and expanded by 
the author. 

Macmillan & Co. will issue earlv next week 
a new edition of Mr. William Winter’s well- 
known “ Shakespeare’s England.” The little 
book has been revised throughout and rewritten 
in parts. A new book by the same author is also 
nearly ready for publication. It deals chiefly 


with matters connected with the American stage 
during the past twenty years, and will be called 
“ Shadows of the Stage.” 

Roberts Brothers have in preparation a 
handsome library edition of Jane Austen’s novels, 
printed from new type, on superfine paper, with 
a frontispiece design by Garrett to each volume, 
and bound in half ruby morocco, gilt top. This 
edition, limited to 1000 copies, will be in eleven 
i6mo volumes, price Si.25 per volume, and will 
be published fortnightly in the following order: 
“ Sense and Sensibility,” 44 Pride and Prejudice,” 
“ Mansfield Park ” and 44 Emma,” each in two vol¬ 
umes; and “ Northanger Abbey,” 44 Persuasion” 
and 44 Lady Susan,” with a Memoir and LetLers 
of Jane Austen, each in one volume. There 
will also be a special edition, printed on laid 
paper, medium Svo, untrimmed, limited to 250 
copies, at $2 per volume. 

Charles L. Webster & Co. announce for 
early publication a collective volume of Mr. Will¬ 
iam Sharp’s poems, to be entitled, “ Flower o’ 
the Vine: being Romantic Ballads and Sospiri 
di Roma.” This will contain the poems in Mr. 
Sharp’s latest books of verse, heretofore pub¬ 
lished only in England and now entirely out of 
print. His collabpration with Blanche Willis 
Howard, in the novel “A Felloweand His Wife,” 
has made his name familiar to American read¬ 
ers. As one of the most popular of the younger 
English poets the publishers anticipate an equal 
success in America for “ Flower o’ the Vine,” 
for which Mr. Thomas A. Janvier has prepared 
an Introduction. In view of the abusive de¬ 
spatch concerning the German Emperor and Mr. 
Poultney Bigelow, cabled by Edmund Yates from 
London, Messrs. Charles L. Webster & Co. de¬ 
sire to call special attention to Mr. Bigelow’s 
able defence of his old playmate, soon to be 
issued in their Fiction , Fact and Fancy Series , as 
“ The German Emperor and His Eastern Neigh¬ 
bors.” This volume has been slightly delayed 
by the necessity for the immediate appearance 
of Mr. Whitman’s “Selected Poems” in the 
same series. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish next 
week a new volume of Bret Harte’s#hort stories, 
named from the leading story 44 Colonel Star- 
bottle’s Client and Some Other People.” Mrs. 
Olive Thorne Miller adds to her two excellent 
books about birds already published by this firm 
a third, to which she gives the pleasing title, 
44 Little Brothers of the Air.” It describes, as Mrs. 
Miller only seems to have the skill to describe, 
between twenty and thirty different birds, and for 
all lovers of birds, who are happily very numer¬ 
ous, this little book has special attractions. Prof. 
Child has prepared the eighth part of his re¬ 
markable edition of 44 English and Scottish Popu¬ 
lar Ballads.” It was originally expected that 
the work would be complete with the eighth 
part, but Prof. Child has been successful in dis¬ 
covering a good deal of material which he had 
hardly anticipated finding, so that at least one 
more part is necessary to complete the work.

The author supports this statement by 
giving the songs of many birds in musical notation on 
the staff. Shortly after writing these papers Mr. Che¬ 
ney passed away,"and the work has been edited by his 
son, John Vance Cheney, librarian of the public li¬ 
brary, San Francisco, who has added an appendix, 
notes and bibliography of much value, and a complete 
index.

COPYRIGHT TREATY WITH GERMANY. 

The German Reichstag on the 8th ult., after a 
long and heated debate, ratified the proposed 
agreement by which German authors are to en¬ 
joy the benefits of our international copyright 
law. The treaty now awaits the signature of the 
German Emperor, its official announcement in the 
Keichsblatt , and its proclamation by the Presi¬ 
dent, all of which may be expected immediately. 
The following is the official text of the agree¬ 
ment laid before and ratified by the Reichstag: 

His Majesty the German Emperor, King of 
Prussia, in the name of the German Empire, and 
the President of the United States of America, 
being actuated by the desire to extend to their 
subjects and citizens the full benefit of the legal 
provision in force in both countries in regard to 
copyright, have, to this end, decided to conclude 
an agreement, and have appointed as their 
Plenipotentiaries: His Majesty the German 

Emperor, King of Prussia, Alfons Mumm von 
Schwarzenstein, His Charge d’Affaires near the 
Government of the United States of America; 
The President of the United States of Americas 
James G. Blaine, Secretary of State.of the United 
States, who, being duly authorized, have con¬ 
cluded the following agreement, subject to due 
ratification: 

Article i. —Citizens of the United States of 
America shall enjoy, in the German Empire, the 
protection of copyright as regards works of lit¬ 
erature and art, as well as photographs, against 
illegal reproduction, on the same basis on which 


such protection is granted to subjects of the em¬ 
pire. 

Article ii. —The United States engages, in re¬ 
turn, that the President of the United States 
shall, in pursuance of Section 13 of the Act of 
Congress of March 3, 1891, issue the proclama¬ 
tion therein provided for in regard to the exten¬ 
sion of the provisions of that act to German 
subjects, as soon as the Secretary of State shall 
have been officially notified that the present 
agreement has received the necessary legislative 
sanction in the German Empire. 

Article iii. —This agreement shall be ratified, 
and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Wash¬ 
ington as soon as possible. 

The agreement shall go into operation at the ex¬ 
piration of three weeks from the date of exchange 
of its ratifications, and shall be applicable only to 
works not published at the time when it shall 
have gone into operation. It shall remain in 
force until the expiration of three months from 
the day on which notice of a desire for the ces¬ 
sation of its effects shall have been given by one 
of the contracting parties. 

Done in duplicate, in the German and English 
languages at the City of Washington, this 15th 
day of January, 1892.

Copyright in Germany, according to the law of 
1871, extends thirty years beyond an author’s 
death. Works of academies, etc., and anony¬ 
mous works are protected for thirty years from 
date of publication; but an author by disclosing 
and registeringhis name can obtain copyright on 
an anonymous book for the full term. On a joint 
work the thirty years counts from the death of the 
last survivor. An author may reserve rights of 
translation by so announcing on his title-page, 
provided an authorized translation be commenced 
within one and finished within three years. 
Translations are protected as though original 
books. Articles, essays, etc., that have appeared 
in periodicals, newspapers, etc., unless specially 
agreed upon, may after two years’ time be re¬ 
printed elsewhere by the author without the 
consent of the publisher who printed the matter in 
the first instance. Piracy is punished by forfeiture, 
damages and fine, or imprisonment. The law pro¬ 
vides for expert associations in each German 
state, nominated by the government, to advise thq 
judges. Proceedings must be begun within three 
years from the act of piracy and within three 
months of its coming to the knowledge of the ag¬ 
grieved party. A general registry book is kept 
at the office of the Common Council in Leipzig, 
open to public inspection, for every entry in, or 
extract from which, one. mark, fifty pfennig (about 
thirty-seven cents) is charged, and the entry is 
printed in the Borsenblatt , at the expense of the 
copyright proprietor. The law protects all works 
of native authors, whether published in or out of 
the German Empire, and , even before this treaty, 
works by a foreigner published by a firm having 
its place of business or a branch office within 
the German Empire. With so liberal a copyright 
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law as this, it is little matter for wonder that 
the members of the Reichstag objected so strenu¬ 
ously to the “ manufacturing clause” in our law. 

The German Borsenverein announces its in¬ 
tention of establishing an agency in New York 
directly the treaty is consummated through the 
proclamation of the President. The agency is to 
be known as” Amtliche Stelle fiirden Deutschen 
Buch- Kunst-und Musik-Verlag,” and its function 
will be to protect the rights in literary property 
of citizens of the German Empire in general,and 
those of the members of the Borsenverein in 
particular. 

Gen. E. Burd Grubb, United States Minister 
to Spain, has satisfactorily concluded the nego¬ 
tiations regarding international copyright. It 
now only awaits the proclamation of the Presi¬ 
dent. 


THE LONDON BOOKSELLERS’ TRADE 
DINNER. 

A very large and representative gathering of 
the members and friends of the London Book¬ 
sellers’ Provident Institution (243 in all) dined 
together at the Holborn Restaurant on Saturday 
evening, March 19. This was the third dinner 
of the kind, and was a most pleasant reunion of 
London publishers and booksellers, many of the 
best-known members of the country trade, and 
some distinguished men of letters. 

Mr. Frederick Macmillan presided, and in pro¬ 
posing the toast of “Literature and Science” 
took occasion to controvert the prevalent notion 
that an unknown author stood no chance. He 
stated that he had taken the trouble to get to¬ 
gether a few statistics bearing on this point. He 
found that during the year 1891 his firm published 
166 new books, not counting new editions, or 
reprints, or issues of periodicals. 144 of these, 
either because they were written by authors of 
established reputation, or because they were com¬ 
missions, or for some such reason, did not come 
into the category of books the manuscripts of 
which had to be read with the view of acceptance 
or rejection. But the remaining 22 were casual 
books—books offered for publication, unsolicited 
and accepted on their merits. Now, 22 books 
out of 166 was not a large number, but, in ad¬ 
dition to these 22 manuscripts which were ac¬ 
cepted, his firm received no less than 293 others 
which were read and reported upon, and found 
unsuitable for publication. That is to say, in 
order to find 22 books which were worth the 
risk of producing he had to obtain carefully 
written reports on 315 and to form a judgment 
on each of them. The figures he asserted were, 
of course, typical of what goes on elsewhere, and 
when it was considered that there are some 
twenty or thirty publishers in London all anxious 
and eager to find new and promising books, and 
taking the same means to do so, he did not think 
the trade could fairly be accused of indifference 
or apathy in the search for rising genius (hear, 
hear). If a new Byron, a new Scott, or a 
Thackeray or a Dickens were to arise he did not 
believe he would have much difficulty in finding 
a publisher. 

To turn to another matter closely connected 
with the welfare of literature, he thought they 


might congratulate themselves on one event 
which had occurred since they met last year, 
and that was on the passing of the American 
Copyright Bill. The Act itself, he considered 
by no means an ideal piece of legislation. He 
thought he was not going too far in saying 
that, although nobly and generously conceived, 
it was carried out as regards its details in a 
somewhat narrow-minded spirit. “ In fact,” he 
said, “ the Act as it was passed by the Con¬ 
gress of the United States appears to be not so 
much a piece of legislation in the interests of 
literature as a Bill for the artificial protection of 
American mechanics. The very day after it 
became law our papers were flooded with tele¬ 
graphic reports of what purported to be inter¬ 
views with the leading American publishers, 
who were one and all made to prophesy that the 
net result of the legislation would be that the 
centre of literary activity and intellectual culture 
was to be transferred to the city of New York. 
The Bill has been in operation for nearly a year 
and I am happy to say that, although it has al¬ 
ready proved to be of great advantage to authors, 
there are no signs that the forecast as to its 
disastrous effects on British industries are likely 
to be fulfilled. I may therefore congratulate 
our American cousins on having ranged them¬ 
selves with other civilized nations in the recog¬ 
nition of literary property.” 

Canon Ainger, “the biographer and editor of 
Lamb,” responded for literature. He modestly 
disclaimed any right to do so, for literature had 
been, as it were, but a parenthesis in his life, 
but it had been an unfailing solace and delight. 
He made a humorous allusion to the discount 
system as illustrated in the case of a shilling se¬ 
lection from the works of a great poet which he 
had edited. The public demanded to have it for 
ninepence—“the too nimble ninepence”—and 
he found that the bookseller tried to keep it out 
of sight in the remotest corner and the deepest 
dungeon on his premises. Mr. J. Norman Lock- 
yer, F.R.S., briefly replied for Science. “ Suc¬ 
cess to the Booksellers’ Provident Institution ” 
was proposed by H. H. Hodgson, who stated 
that the funds were in a prosperous condition, and 
that a material increase had been directly trace¬ 
able to the dinner of last year. Mr. Justin Mc¬ 
Carthy was heartily greeted on rising to propose 
“ The Booksellers in Town and Country.” In a 
genial speech, which was greatly relished, he 
narrated some of his own experiences as a pur¬ 
chaser of cheap novels at second-hand bookstalls. 
He once had a parcel of these handed to him, of 
which the first was “ The Wide, Wide World,” 
and the last a novel of his own. He declined them 
all, and the bookseller said a gentleman so par¬ 
ticular ought to try and write a novel himself. 
Mr. McCarthy told him he had done that too, and 
still was not satisfied. Mr. D. B. Friend, of 
Brighton, in responding for the country trade, 
glanced at the good old times when he bought 
a hundred of the guinea edition of Livingstone 
and other such books, and sold them all at full 
price. He thought they were greatly indebted to 
Macmillan & Co. for introducing the net system, 
and to Longmans, Green & Co. and others 
who had followed suit. He found the public 
quite willing to pay the net price, if the price 
seemed a fair one. He suggested that some kind 
of examination should be instituted for booksell¬ 
ers* assistants to test their knowledge of books, 
so that a more intelligent interest in literature 
might be fostered in the trade. 
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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN RELATION TO BOOKS, Etc. 

The summary statement of the imports and exports of the United States for the month 
ending February 29 , 1 S 92 , and for the eight months ending the same, compared with the corre¬ 
sponding periods of 1891 (corrected to March 25 , 1892 ), makes the following showing as regards 
books, etc.:

ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY DA YS FROM 
LONDON TO RHODE ISLAND. 

To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly : 

The above record-breaking achievement is the 
actual time taken, not by a ship’s company two 
centuries ago, but by a parcel of sixteen books 
which left London Sept. 11, 1891, and arrived at 
Providence, R. I., Jan. 19, 1892. . 

The books were ordered by the Providence 
Public Library, and a few extracts from “ the 
correspondence in the case” may be of interest 
to others who have dealings with the New York 
Custom-House. 

(1) Sept. 11. The Lotidon ageyit to the Providence 
Library: “We beg to advise you that we have forwarded 
. . . one parcel books.” 

(2) > Oct. 19. The New York shipping agent to the 
Providence Library : “We beg to inform you of the ar¬ 
rival of one pkge. . . . consigned to us for your 
account.” 

(3) Oct. 23. The Providence Library to the Neiu 
York shipping agent: [The initials “ P.” and “ N.” will 
be used below for these two parties to the correspond¬ 
ence respectively, to avoid repetition.] Letter enclosing 
check for $5.82, “ on account of duty and charges.” 

(4) Nov. 7. “iV.” to “ P.'' Yours of the 6th at hand, 
and in reply beg to say that we have found considerable 
trouble . . . [but] will be able to send your goods 
forward on Monday night.” 

(5) Nov. 21. “ W.” to “ P." “ The examiner ” [made 
an indefinite report] “and it had to be sent back.” 

(6) Dec. 10. “W.” to “ P." “Two days ago” [the 
appraiser] “returned the paper saying there were more 
than two copies” [of a single book]. 

[How unfortunate a gap between this statement 
and the truth is seen from Nos. 14 and 16, 
below.] 

(7) Dec. 12. “ N." to “He [the appraiser] 

values them at $24, @ 25 per cent., making six dollars 
duty. Please send us your instructions by return and 
oblige.” 

(8) Dec. 14. “ P.” to “ N." [Ten of the books] “ are 
Japanese books, native printed. . . . Whether the 
appraiser reads Japanese, I do not know, but if he does 
not, nothing would be more natural than [for him] to con¬ 
clude that [in two instances] the three different books are 
three different copies of one and the same book.” . . . 
I suggest “the verification of the above point.” 

(9) Several letters showing that the suggestion 
is brought to the appraiser’s attention. 

(10) Jan. i2 (1892). “AT.” to “ P.” “ We have at last 
succeeded in clearing your goods.” 

[But see next letter.] 

(n) Jan. 13. “ N.” to [The appraiser] “still 

insists that there is more than one copy of each book. 
. . . Kindly therefore send us [$6.00] and we will clear 

and forward the package immediately. There is no other 
way to get your goods.” 

(12) Jan. 15. “ F .” to “ N .” Letter enclosing 
check for $6.00, paid, “ under protest,” on 
claimed duty. 

(13) Jan. 16. “iY.” to [In reply to letter in¬ 

quiring how it was that they could write, on the 12th 
inst., “We have ” cleared, and, on the 13th, contradict it 
by saying “we will clear.”] “ The appraiser informed 
us on the 12th inst. that he intended passing the goods 
that day,” ...” but when the report came down ” 
[it was found he had contradicted himsell]. . . . 

“We paid the duty under protest, so that if all is as you 
claim, you have redress.” 

(14) Jan. 18. “ N.” to “ P." We find that you are en¬ 
tirely correct in claiming it free of duty.” . . . The 

pkge. will leave to-night by Adams’ Express.” 

(15) “ P." to “ N." Check for $1.45, for “extra stor¬ 
age.” [Books rec’d Jan. 19.] 

(16) Jan. 2t. “ N." to London book-dealer. [In answer 
to a letter from the London book-dealer expressing a very 
natural indignation at the long delay.] “ All the delay 
was due to the obstinacy of the examiner, who eventually 
compelled us to pay duty, although the goods were really 
free.” 


(17) Jan. 28. “ N." to “ P.” [In answer to several 
letters inquiring when the “claimed duty” which had 
been paid “ under protest ’’would be refunded.] “ There 
has not, as yet, been any return on our protest.” 

(18) Feb. 16. “ N." to “The matter may be 

liquidated to-morrow or in two months.” 

Obviously such conspicuously straightforward 
and eminently satisfactory conduct on the part 
of customs officers deserve at least the publicity 
of the columns of The Publishers’ Weekly.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

John Murray, the well-known London publish¬ 
er, died on the 2d inst. He was the grandson of 
the founder of the Murray publishing house, 
which was established in 1768. He was born in 
1808, and was educated at Charter House and at 
Edinburgh University. Early in life he was the 
confidant and business associate of his father. 
Before he settled down to a business career as 
the successor of his father as head of the publish¬ 
ing house he travelled considerably , and personal 
experience of the defects of the guide-books at 
that time led him to compile the first of a series 
of “Continental Handbooks” which have since 
become world-renowned. When he inherited 
his father’s business it was of a most solid and 
substantial as well as varied description, and 
under his direction the great concern improved. 
He was a conspicuous social and literary figure 
in London, and was known as the third John 
Murray. The first John Murray was a Scotch¬ 
man. At the age of 23 he threw up his com¬ 
mission as a Lieutenant of Marines, and, without 
training or experience, determined to become a 
bookseller. He bought out a shop at 32 Fleet 
Street, London, after William Falconer, the 
author of “The Shipwreck,” had declined to 
join him in the business venture. Falconer was 
then a purser in the navy. Murray’s proper 
name was MacMurray, but he dropped the Mac 
because of the feeling against Scotchmen in 
England. Among the first Murray’s publish¬ 
ing achievements was the issue of Langhorne’s 
“ Plutarch,” which is still marketable ; Mitford’s 
“ History of Greece,” and the thin octavo in 
which Isaac Disraeli gave to the world anony¬ 
mously the first instalment of “ Curiosities of 
Literature.” The first Murray started news¬ 
papers as well as sold and published books. 
He died in 1793, leaving a son 15 years old, who 
became his successor when he had attained his 
majority. His name was John Murray. He 
founded the Quarterly Review and published the 
first two cantos of Byron’s “ Childe Harold.” 
That publication started a business relation with 
Byron, which lasted until the poet’s death. In 
1812 the business was removed from Fleet Street 
to Albemarle Street. Among those who had in¬ 
timate friendly relations with him were Byron, 
Scott, Southey, Moore, Coleridge, Campbell, 
Gifford and the elder Disraeli. Scott and Byron 
first 'met in his house in the spring of 1815. 
Washington Irving often was a guest at the 
second John Murray’s. “ The Sketch-Book” 
was the first of Irving’s works that Murray pub¬ 
lished. He had so much confidence in the 
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American writer’s ability that he paid him 1000 
guineas for “ Bracebridge Hall ” without looking 
at the manuscript, and 1500 guineas for “Tales 
of a Traveller,” the manuscript of which he also 
did not examine. In all, Irving received from 
Murray about ^10,000 for his prose compositions. 
When he died his son, John Murray, who has 
just died, succeeded him. John Murray the 
third leaves a son, John Murray the fourth, who 
has been a partner in the publishing house for 
several years. 

James Sprent Virtue, the head of the firm 
of J. S. Virtue & Co., art publishers, died on the 
4th inst. in London. He was 63 years old, and 
the son of George Virtue, who laid the foundation 
of the business about the year 1820. 

The Rev. John Collingwood Bruce, an¬ 
tiquarian and historian, died on the 5th inst., in 
Great Britain. He was born at Newcastle in 
1805, and was educated at the University of Glas¬ 
gow. He is the author of “ A Handbook of 
English History ” and other works. 

Jared Miller, a well-known book-collector, 
died at his residence in Brooklyn, N. Y., on the 
3d inst. Mr. Miller was a mathematician of no 
mean order and well-read in Hebrew literature. 
His library of upwards of fifty thousand volumes 
was selected with great care and discrimination 
and contains many fine and rare volumes in the 
departments of mathematics, biblical literature, 
bibliography, erotica and facetiae, chess, drama, 
etc. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Andrew Lang is preparing a “ Green Fairy 
Book ” for Longmans, Green & Co. 

J. M. Barrie, according to The Bookman , 
has gone to Kirriemur (“ Thrums”), where he is 
to devote himself to his new novel, which will 
first be published in Scribner s Magazine. Mr. 
Barrie proposes to make a new departure in this 
work. 

Rudyard Kipling will take up his residence 
for a time in Yokohama, Japan. From that 
place he will go to Samoa on a visit to Mr. 
Stevenson. He is going to write a series of 
letters descriptive of his travels, which will be 
published in this country in the New York Sun. 

Morris Phillips, editor of The New York 
Home Journal , has published a book for tourists 
called “ Abroad and At Home,” which contains 
about 250 pages of practical hints. Mr. Phillips 
is an old traveller. He has lived in Georgia, 
Florida and California, as well as in London and 
Paris. His book gives information about hotels, 
restaurants, seaside resorts, railway travel, the 
cab systems of Paris and London, and many 
other kindred topics. 

Professor Hermann E. Von Holst, of the 
University of Freiburg, who has accepted an in¬ 
vitation to join the faculty of the University of 
Chicago, is fifty-one years old. He was born at 
Fellin, in Livonia, and came to this country 
when he was twenty-six, beginning immediately 
the study of American history, the fruits of 
which are seen in his great work on the “ Con¬ 
stitutional History of the United States.” Pro¬ 
fessor Von Holst’s wife is said to be a graduate 
of Vassar College. 


WORLD’S FAIR NOTES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has instructed 
collectors of customs at all United States ports 
that the transportation of articles intended for 
exhibit at the Exposition must be facilitated in 
preference to all other importations. Exhibits 
from foreign ports are already beginning to ar¬ 
rive at New York in considerable numbers. 

One million signatures of people directly and 
indirectly connected with the Exposition are 
being collected by the World’s Fair Mammoth 
Autograph Album Co. Copies of these collec¬ 
tions of autographs will be bound in three 
volumes of 2500 pages each, to be presented, re¬ 
spectively, to the President of the United States 
for the Smithsonian Institution, to the Governor 
of Illinois for the State Library, and to the Mayor 
of Chicago for the City Public Library. The 
names will be collected from all parts of the 
world.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have in prepara¬ 
tion a “ History of the United States,” by John 
Fiske, for the special use of schools. 

“ The Book Fellows’ Club ” has been organized 
in Cleveland on the same lines as those pursued 
by the Club of Odd Volumes in London and the 
Grolier Club in New York. 

H. S. Allen, 6 Clinton Place, N. Y., has re¬ 
cently issued a work entitled ” God and Home 
and Native Land,” which has received flattering 
words from a number of prominent people. 

J. Henry Lea, of Fairhaven, Mass., has re¬ 
published his highly interesting researches show¬ 
ing the Lees of Virginia to be descended from 
the Lees of Langley, in Salop, and not the Lees 
of Quarrendon. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis’ attorneys have filed 
an injunction to restrain the United States Book 
Co. from selling her memoirs of her husband. 
Interesting revelations in this suit may be ex¬ 
pected shortly. 

It is reported that the American News Com¬ 
pany is about to purchase the wholesale routes 
controlled by Greenbaum & Wilson, and intend 
to consolidate that business into their own sys¬ 
tem.

Jordan Brothers, Philadelphia, have just 
ready a pamphlet by Margaret L. Shepherd, en¬ 
titled “ Pope Leo’s Demand” [for temporal 
power]. The author is the founder of the Na¬ 
tional Association Loyal Women of American 
Liberty, and has written another book describing 
her life and experiences as a nun, which will 
shortly be published through this firm. Jordan 
Brothers also announce a new book by Sister 
Agatha, author of “Confessions of a Nun.” 

Mr. Nugent Robinson has retired from the 
editorship of Once a Week , to assume the presi¬ 
dency of the Astra Publishing Company, a large 
corporation recently organized in New York City. 
Mr. Robinson has been identified with Once a 
Week since its first issue. He is a native of 


Dublin, and came to this country in 1877, with a 
thoroughly established literary reputation, and 
has since that time been closely identified with 
illustrated American journalism. He was editor 
of Frank Leslie's Illustrated Newspaper for a 
number of years. He has written several success¬ 
ful comedies and farces. Mr. Robinson will be 
succeeded as editor of Once a Week by Mr. 
Julius Chambers, who has been for twenty-two 
years associated with New York journalism. 

P. Blakiston, Son & Co. will soon publish 
“ Physical Education,” by Frederick Treves, 
F.R.C.P. The subject of physical education as a 
hygienic measure has recently attracted so much 
attention from school boards, the medical profes¬ 
sion and sanitarians generally, that it now ranks in 
importance with the various branches of study 
pursued in our public schools and colleges. To the 
average city man or woman of sedentary occupa¬ 
tion physical exercise is of quite as much conse¬ 
quence as it is to school-children and college 
students. It is, however, often taken up unwisely 
and to the lasting harm of those who in ignorance 
attempt methods that are unsuited to their 
physical condition. It has therefore been thought 
advisable to publish from the advance sheets of 
“ A Treatise on Hygiene” this paper by one of 
the best-known medical writers of the day, that 
it might be within the reach of those who would 
not perhaps care to purchase the larger work in 
which it will be included. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons add to their previous 
announcements the following: “ Materialism and 
the Modern Physiology of the Nervous System,” 
by William H. Thomson, M.D., Professor of 
Materia Medica and Diseases of the Nervous Sys¬ 
tem in the Medical College of New York. This 
volume, which will be illustrated, comprises the 
material (revised, with some additions) of two 
lectures recently delivered by the author before 
Columbia College, and at the McGill University, 
Montreal. ‘^Cynthia Wakeham’s Money” is 
the title of the new story, to be published in the 
early summer, by the author of ‘The Leaven¬ 
worth Case.” Professor Freeman, whose sud¬ 
den death a fortnight back has caused to be left 
unfinished a good deal of important literary 
work, had just before his death completed the 
proof-reading of the last pages of “ The Story of 
Sicily,” which he had prepared for the Story of 
the Nations Series. The preface to the volume, 
which he had not completed, will now probably 
be written by his son-in-law, Prof. Arthur Evans. 

The New York History Co., 132 Nassau 
Street, N. Y., announce that the second volume 
of the “Memorial History of the City of New 
York ” is now in the hands of the printers, and is 
expected to appear during the month of May. 
Among other attractions it will contain a chapter 
on the Social Life of New York during the dec¬ 
ade following the close of the Revolutionary 
War, and including Washington’s administration 
while New York was the seat of the government, 
from the pen of the Hon. John Jay. Among 
the two hundred and more illustrations will be 
portraits of many of the colonial governors and 
mayors which have never appeared before, and 
autographs of every mayor of the city from 1664 
to 1800 inclusive, which the editor, General Wil¬ 
son, has been so fortunate as to find. Another 
illustration of interest which is to appear in the 
second volume of this monumental work is a fac¬ 
simile of the Montgomerie charter granted to 
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New York, and its great seal, also a map show¬ 
ing the land-owners of New York at the com¬ 
mencement of the eighteenth century. 

The Cassell Publishing Co. will publish 
at once a new book by Max O’Rell, which bears 
the startling title “ English Pharisees, French 
Crocodiles, and other Anglo-French typical 
characters.” Max O’Rell dedicates thisnewand 
lively volume “ To Jonathan,” to whom he says: 
“ I have drawn a few sketches for you. Perhaps 
they will show you that people can be happy 
without rolling in wealth or living in a furnace.” 
The book is about the same size as “ Jonathan 
and His Continent,” and is packed full of bright 
stories and witty epigrams. They also announce 
“ On the Rack,” a novel by William C. Hudson 
(Barclay North), author of the “ Diamond But¬ 
ton.” This is one of Mr. Hudson’s lively detec¬ 
tive stories. It begins by finding the dead body 
of a man in the streets of New York, and the 
hunt for his murderer. The plot is most ingen¬ 
ious, and is worked out in entirely new lines. 
‘‘In a Steamer Chair, and other shipboard 
stories,” by Robert Barr (Luke Sharp), will soon 
be issued in Cassell's Sunshine Series. Mr. 
Robert Barr is the latest, but not the least, of 
American humorists. He won his spurs on the 
Detroit Free Press , to which he contributed as 
“Luke Sharp,” and now he is in England associ¬ 
ated with the youngest of English humorists, 
Jerome K. Jerome, in the editorship of The 
Idler . 

A new story by Mrs. L. B. Walford, entitled 
“ The One Good Guest,” may be expected in 
May. 

“ The Bront6 Family in Ireland ” is the title of a 
volume which is about to appear in London. It 
is full of anecdotes concerning Patrick Bront6 
and his brothers, and relates among other things 
how, when the famous Quarterly Review attack 
on “Jane Eyre” appeared, one of her uncles 
armed himself with a blackthorn, dear to his 
Irish heart, and crossed the Channel, vowing to 
break it upon the writer. But the writer was not 
to be found, and to this day it is a literary prob¬ 
lem as to who wrote the too severe review. 

Dent & Co. are about to supplement their 
edition of Landor’s “ Imaginary Conversations” 
by issuing a volume uniform with these contain¬ 
ing the “ Pentameron,” “ Pericles and Aspasia ” 
and the “ Citation of Shakespeare,” and also 
two volumes of the poems, edited by Mr. Charles 
G. Crump, which will contain, in addition to 
many pieces as yet unpublished in book-form, 
a bibliography and a fac-simile of a letter of the 
author, together with copper-plates of residences 
of Landor.
